Roscoe Howard, one of tb" passengers, 


'said: "On our return trip we took on a 
sailor at Acapulco. and from him learned 
that he had been brought to that port 
by the Mexican gunboat JJemwrat from 
Cllpucrton island. He and twn other 
men had been employed by a guano com- 
pany to take charge of 400U tori&of gua.no 
that were stored in th« warehouses on the 
island, and w.hen they were landed then- 
some nine months ago they hoisted Un- 
American flag and notified the secretary 
pot stats of their action. On Dec. 14 the 
Democrat landed a crew of marines on 
the Islan-d and the stars and stripes \vat= 
hauled down and in its place the Mexi- 
can flag was holste-d. Having taken 
formal possession, the marines withdrew 
and notified the men who remained on 
the Island not to allow anyone to take 
away the g-uanao under penalty uf vio- 
lating the Mexican laws. 


The island is SOO miles oft the Mexican 


coast. It is known as an atoll or coral 
reef. It is about four miles in circum- 
ference. Two palm trees constitute tho 
sole vegetation on the island, on which 
Is made the home of millions of st-a fowl. 
Thousands of tons of the ric-h<>st puano 
are to be found on the island. AVhen the 
marines landed to take possession of t ho 
iland in lx;half of Mexico they were 
fully armed.

As to his 
hope of gain, what was it? He could win 
approval for extending a consoling hand 
to u distinguished brother actor and help- I 
ing him to recover some of the equanimity 
ho had lost through untoward circum- 
stances, ho could commend himself to 
tho good will of the American public and 
set up a particular claim to its cordiality 
in c»so ho should visit tho United States, 
and ho could identify himself B!id his es- 
tablishment with u SlmkoHi>erean repre- 
sentation of uncommon nearness to per- 
fection. 
I do not see that there- was any- 


thing olso to his side of tho account, lie 
certainly was not so weak as to imagine 
ho would outshine Booth and add to his 
own reputation nt tho other's expense. 
Pecuniary bencilt was out of tho question. 
The profits of tho combination could not 
be larger than those of the regular Lcyouiu 
performances at ordinary prices. 


There might be a certain pleasure in 


"taking the chances" of so novel an enter- 
prise. But Irving vus not tho »v/rt of man 
to whom the excitement of u gambling 
operation would bo especially alluring.

Booth 
hud once been thus inspired und had lost 
n fortune becuuau he was more ambitious 
for tho beautiful ediilto he had created 
than for himself. To have it recorded that 
the most brilliant Shakespearean illustra- 
tion of tho day had been given under his 
auspices und within his own walls was 
doubtless worth more to Irving than any 
calculation of present or future remunera- 
tion— mure probably than any renown ho 
could hope to win by tho impersonation of 
lut-o, which he wiw preparing with dili- 
gcut study.
